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FOREWORD 


This  document  consists  of  part  of  one  chapter  of  a  Genealogical  History 
of  the  Pegues  ‘family  of  America  now  being  prepared  for  publication.  The 
inf oration  on  the  families  descended  from  Samuel  Butler  Pegues,  a  son  of 
William  Pegues  and  Sarah  Hicks,  is  as  complete  as  the  available  records  make 
possible  down  to  the  present  time. 

The  reader  will  notice  that  sketches  of  other  families  descended  from 
William  Peguc-s  and  Sarah  Hicks  are  included.  The  writers  hope  that  the  in¬ 
clusion  of  these  sketches  will  make  it  possible  for  them  to  locate  other 
descendants  who  will  be  able  to  contribute  information  to  complete  the  lines 
of  these  families  in  the  forthcoming  book. 

With  this  purpose  in  mind,  these  records  are  being  sent  to  descendants 
who  have  contributed  much  helpful  information.  Other  copies  are  being  placed 
in  Archives  of  some  states,  and  in  public  libraries  located  in  some  areas  in 
which  members  of  these  families  were  known  to  have  lived.  Anyone  having  ad_ 
ditional  information  of  any  kind  concerning  these  families  is  urged  to  con¬ 
tact  the  writers  at  the  addresses  given  below.

(NOTE:  The  -.umbering  system  used  here  will  help  trace  the  line  of 

descent  of  any  person  listed.  The  hoad  of  the  line,  WILLIAM  PEGUES, 
is  designated  by  the  letter  W,  and  his  children  arc  numbered  con¬ 
secutively  1  through  11.  Any  given  person  may  be  traced  back  to  the 
head  of  the  lino  simply  by  dropping  the  last  two  digits  of  that 
person’s  number  for  each  generation.  Example:  W404121301  is  Rood 
King  Pogues.  Dropping  the  last  two  digits  of  Claude  K.  Pegues* 
number  will  leave  the  number  of  his  father,  W40412  Edward  Charles 
Pogues.  Continuing  the  process,  W404  is  Charles  Christopher  Peguos 
and  W4  is  Samuol  Butler  Pegues,  the  fourth  child  of  the  head  of  the 
line . ) 


WILLIAM  PEGUES,  son  of  Claudius  pegues  &  Henrietta  Butler,  was  born  May  16, 
1750,  at  Georgetown,  S.  C.;  married  first  Elizabeth  Saunders  on  Nov.  22, 
1769;  married  second  Sarah  Hicks  on  Jon.  27,  1774;  died  March  18,  1818, 
at  Chesterfield  District,  South  Carolina. 

Bishop  Alexander  Gregg,  in  History  of  the  Old  Chcraws,  gives  the  names  of 
William  Pegues*  wives  as  Elizabeth  Murfeo  and  Sarah  Gardiner  and  these  maiden 
names  have  been  carried  down  through  generations  in  tradition  and  D.  A.  R. 
records.  These  names  have  boon  found  to  be  incorrect  as  a  result  of  extensive 
research.  The  orrors  are  understandable  on  the  part  of  Bishop  Gregg  since  he 
depended  largely  on  "word  of  mouth"  information  for  some  of  the  genealogical 
data  in  his  book.  The  evidence  which  shows  that  Elizabeth  was  not  a  Murfee 
(also  spelled  Murphy)  and  that  Sarah  was  not  a  Gardiner  (also  spelled  Gardner) 
is  given  here  for  benefit  of  future  records. 

Elizabeth,  the  first  wife  of  William  pegues,  was  obviously  the  daughter 
of  George  Saunders  (also  spoiled  Sanders)  and  Hannah  Gibson.  Hannah  Gibson, 
sister  of  Gi  eon  Gibson,  married  first  George  Saunders  and  births  of 
several  of  their  children  are  recorded  in  the  Register  Book  of  the  Parish 
Prince  Frederick  Winyaw.  Elizabeth  and  some  other  of  their  children  wore 
not  recorded  for  some  reason  not  known.  The  Registor  Book  shows  the  births 
of  Ann,  Sarah,  Nathaniel,  and  Hannah  Saunders.  After  the  birth  of  Hannah 
Saunders  in  1743  there  is  a  skip  to  the  year  1751  whon  Massy  Saunders  (Marcia) 
is  recorded.  Marcia  Saunders  married  Claudius  Pogues  II,  William's  younger 
brother.  Bishop  Gregg  also  called  Marcia  a  Murfee  as  wc 11  as  her  brother 
Ma la  chi .  Elizabeth  vjould  appear  to  have  been  born  before  Marcia  3inco  she 
married  William  Pogues  who  was  five  years  older  than  his  brother,  Claudius  II. 
Hannah  Gibson  Saunders,  the  mother  of  these  Saunders,  and  her  children  xvero 
ovidently  known  informally  as  Murfecs.  Kowovor,  Malachi  Murfeo,  Sr.  calls 
them  "Nathaniel  Saunders,  Malachi  Saunders,  Marcia  Saunders"  in  his  will 
and  refors  to  them  as  the  children  of  his  deceased  wifo,  Hannah.  He  also

states  in  the  will  "....  to  Morey  Pogues  daughter  of  William  Peguos  and 
of  Elizabeth  his  deceased  wife....,"  Ihe  will  was  dated  Sept.  5,  1773, 
and  Elizabeth  had  died  in  March,  1772, 

Further  evidence  that  Elizabeth  and  Marcia  wore  Saunders,  not 
Murfoe,  is  in  a  deed  of  gift  by  William  Peguos  and  his  sister-in- 
law,  Marcia  Pegues,  as  administrators  of  the  estate  of  Claudius 
pegucs  II  (William’s  brother  and  Marcia’s  husband),  to  the  children 
of  Mala  chi  Saunders.  The  deed  states  in  part  "....for  Love  and 
Affection  toward  Elizabeth  Saunders  otherwise  Elizabeth  Murfoe, 
Nathaniel  Sanders  otherwise  Nathaniel  Murfoe,  Sarah  Sanders  other¬ 
wise  Sarah  Murfee,  and  James  Sanders  otherwise  James  Murfee,  the 
sons  and  daughters  of  our  kinsman  Mnlnchi  Saunders  otherwise  called 

Mala chi  Murfee  deceased . "  The  gift  was  of  some  slaves  and  was 

dated  11  June  1802. 

Final  and  most  conclusive  evidence  that  Elizabeth  was  a  Saunders 
and  only  a  step-daughter  of  Malachi  Murfee,  Sr.  is  nn  entry  in  the 
Family  Bible  last  known  to  have  belonged  to  Thomas  E.  B.  Pogues,  a 
grandson  of  Elizabeth’s  sister,  Marcia  Pegues,  is  as  follows: 

William  Pogues,  son  of  Claudius  Pegues,  sen.,  was  born. . .etc. .. ; 
married  to  Elizabeth  Saunders  tho  22nd  of  November  1769. M 

Sarah  Hicks,  the  second  wife  of  William  Pegues,  was  no  doubt  the 
daughter  of  Col.  George  Hicks  (sometimes  spelled  Hix).  Bishop  Gregg 
reported  her  to  be  Sarah  Gardiner,  daughter  of  Sarah  James  Gardiner 
and  step-daughter  of  Col.  George  Hicks.  However,  the  Sarah  who 
married  william  Pegues  is  called  the  daughter  of  Col.  Hicks  in 
several  legal  documents.  In  his  will,  Col,  George  Hicks  states  in 
part  "...the  following  slaves  for  the  use  of  my  daughter  Sara 
Pegucs  <  nd  her  heirs.,,.,,  and  he  goes  on  to  name  tho  slaves 
so  bequeathed.  Tho  will  of  trillion  Pegues  states  "....To  my  sons- 
in-law  Richmond  Davidson  and  John  King  I  confirm  what  I  have  already 
given  and  also  the  gift  of  a  negro  to  each  of  their  wives  nado 
by  my  wife  Sarah  Pegues  of  tho  negroes  bequeathed  to  her  by  the  will 
of  her  father  Col.  George  Hicks..."  In  the  Circuit  Court  records 
of  Darlington  County,  S.  C.,  Fobruary,  1829,  a  case  in  Equity  states 
"....They  allege  noro  particularly,  that  several  of  tho  defendants 
are  in  possession  of  certain  slaves  which  were  bequeathed  by  Gcorgo 
Hicks  the  father  of  the  Defendant  Sarah  Pegucs  to  trustees  in  trust 
for  her  and  her  heirs....," 

Finally,  an  entry  in  tho  Family  Bible  of  John  Murray  Peguos,  a 
son  of  this  Sarah  and  T7illiam  Pogues,  is  as  follows:  "Sarah  Hicks, 
daughter  of  Gcorgo  and  Naomi  Hicks  was  born  25th  Jan.  1757 ;  was 
Married  Jan.  27,  1774  by  Charles  Medlock,  Esquire."  Therefore  Sarah 
must  have  boon  a  daughter  of  George  Hicks  since  she  is  stated  to  havo 
boon  his  dcughter  by  Col.  Hides,  himself ;  by  her  Husband;  by  the 
Circuit  Court  Judge;  and  by  hor  own  aoxu

(He  is  listed  in  the 
1790  Census  for  the  Cher aw  District  of  South  Carolina).  He  died  there  late  in 
1823  or  early  in  1824. 


Elizabeth  B-°rr  was  the  daughter  of  Margaret  Scott  of  Dinwiddle  County, 
Virginia.  Her  father  was  probably  John  Barr. 


Elizabeth  Barr  and  r'illiam  Potter  had  a  daughter  Margaret,  named  in 
Dilliam  Potter’s  will.  The  "unborn  child"  was  probably  Robert  D..  Potter, 
who  later  married,  in  Chesterfield  District,  Betsy  Hicks,  grandaughter  of 
Col.  George  Hicks. 


Dr.  Miles  and  Elizabeth  (Barr)  Potter  King  hod  the  following  children 
named  in  an  old  equity  case:  John  King,  Edward  King,  Juliet  Pogues, 'Harriet 
Harman,  Mary  Minter,  Elizabeth  Cocke,  and  Miles  King.

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ADDITIONS  AND  CORRECTIONS 


Every  attempt  has  been  made  to  verify  the  information  contained  in  hh:-.  ’ 
document.  There  have  been  some  errors  of  long  standing  in  information  con¬ 
cerning  these  families,  ana  much  research  has  gone  into  the  correction  of 
these.  In  spite  of  all  efforts,  some  errors  are  likely  to  be  found  here.  New 
information  has  been  received  almost  daily  which  make  it  possible  to  include 
the  additions  and  corrections  given  on  those  pages. 


The  following  items  give  further  data  concerning  the  ancestry  of 
Sarah  Hicks,  Wife  of  William  Pegues  (Page  2). 

Records  cf  Brunswick  Co.,  Va. ,  and  of  South  Carolina  show  that  George 

Hicks,  Sr.,  the  grandfather  of  the  above  Sarah  Hicks  Pegues,  sold  his  property 

in  Brunswick  County  and  moved  to  South  Carolina  in  1747. 

Item:  A  deed  dated  Oct.  6,  1747*  recorded  Nov.  5,  1747*  in  Brunswick  Co.  Deed 
Book  3*  page  358,  states  in  part  "....  as  the  said  George  Hicks  intends 
shortly  to  remove  out  of  this  colony. . . . "

Item:  A  deed  dated  Feb.  7*  1747,  recorded  Oct.  15*  1747  in  Brunswick  Co.  Deed 
Book  3*  page  385  shows  a  sale  of  1310  Acres  of  land  from  George  Hicks, 
Gent.,  to  Robert  Jones,  Jr. 

Item:  Records  in  the  Council  Journal  for  the  State  of  South  Carolina,  dated 
Nov,  18,  1747,  state  "....  was  presented  the  humble  petition  of  George 

Hicks;  setting  forth  that  he  had  lately  arrived  from  Virginia . upon 

examining  the  said  Petition  it  was  ordered  that  the  Surveyor  General  do 
certify  plots  prayed  for  in  the  name  of  the  Petitioner....'1 

Item:  George  Hicks,  Sr.,  died  in  Craven  Co.,  South  Carolina  in  1762.  His  v:ill, 
signed  Nov.  14,  1761,  recorded  May  25,  1762,  in  Charleston  Will  Book  9* 
page  287,  leaves  a  tract  cf  land  in  Craven  County  to  his  son,  George 
Hicks,  Jr.  (who  was  later  Col.  George  Hicks  of  the  Revolutionary  War), 
and  leaves  his  plantation  to  his  wife  during  her  lifetime  and  to  go  to 
his  son,  Robert  Kicks,  at  her  death. 

Item:  The  son,  Robert  Kicks,  above,  died  before  his  mother  and  did  not  inherit 
the  plantation.  His  will,  signed  Feb.  12,  1765,  proved  July  9,  1765, 
recorded  Charleston  Will  Eook  10,  page  715*  mentions  his  wife,  Mary  Hicks 
son,  Benjamin  Hicks;  and  daughter  Mary  Hicks.  His  brot’ier  is  named 
executor  and  his  wife,  Mary  Hicks,  executrix. 
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Item:  The  plantation  bequeathed  by  George  Kiel's,  Sr.  went  to  his  son,  James 
Hicks ,  after  the  death  of  the  widow  of  George  Hicks,  Sr.  (see  item 
below).  This  land  was  afterward  purchased  by  George  Hicks,  Jr.  (Col. 
George)  as  shown  by  an  indenture  in  the  Pre-Revolutionary  Charleston 
Deeds,  Book  D--4,  pag-?286  .  This  indenture  shows  the  purchase  of  land 
by  George  Hicks  of  Craven  County,  S.  C.  from  his  brother,  James  Hicks 
of  Brunswick  County,  Va.  The  land  referred  to  as  having  "fell  to 
the  said  James  Hicks  of  Brunswick  Co.,  Va.  as  heir  at  law"  of  his 
father.  Dated  Oct.  29,  1766  -  recorded  June  8,  1773 

Item:  After  the  death  of  George  Hicks,  Sr.,  in  1762,  his  widow,  Sarah  Hicks 
returned  to  Brunswick  Co.,  Va.,  where  she  lived  with  her  daughter, 

Lucy  Seawell,  until  her  death  in  1770.  Her  will  dated  Mar.  17,  1769 
proved  Apr,  23,  1770,  Brunswick  Co.  Will  Book  4,  page  12,  states  in 
part  "....  Item:  I  give  to  my  granddaughter,  Sarah  Hicks,  the  daughte 
of  my  son,  George  Hicks,  my  wedding  gold  ring  to  her  and  her  heirs 
forever...."  This  statement  is  evidence  tint  in  1770  Col.  Hicks  had 
a  daughter  named  Sarah  Hicks.  vVith  this  fact  established,  it  is 
certain  that  he  would  never  have  spoken  in  his  will  of  ’-my  daughter, 
Sarah  Pegues"  if  she  had  been  a  step-daughter,  Sarah  Gardiner. 


The  parentage  of  Anne  (or  Nancy)  Spencer,  wife  of  Claudius  Pegues  (W3) 
as  given  on  page  4  has  been  found  to  be  in  error.  The  following  items  will 
shoxir  that  she  was  the  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Samuel  Spencer  and  Philippa  Pegues 
(pet  name  Sybil)  of  Anson  County,  N.  C. 

Item:  A  letter  from  Mrs.  J.  S.  McDonnell  of  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  dated  Feb.  13 
1929,  to  Dr.  W.  B.  Hall  of  Selma,  Alabama,  gives  the  names  of  the 
children  of  her  ancestors.  Judge  Samuel  Spencer  end  Sybil  Pegues,  as 
follows : 

"1.  Mary  Spencer  -  married  Dr.  Issac  Jackson 

2.  William  Samuel  Spencer  -  no  record 

3.  A  daughter  who  married  Claudius  Pegues  after  1785." 

Item:  An  application  to  the  D.  A.  R.  by  Stella  Doty  Mussle  white  on  file  in 
Anson  Co.,  N.  C.  Courthouse  gives  her  lineage  as  follows:

(Note  on  preceding  item:  Another  record  gives  the  name  of  Nasham  Hemby  as 
'•Nashua'1,  and  the  1850  Census  of  Anson  Co.,  N.  C.  gives  the  name  as  "Nathan". 

The  full  name  of  his  wife  was  Elizabeth  Marcia  Pegu.es.  She  is  called  "Marcy" 
in  the  will  cf  her  grandfather,  William  Pegues,  and  in  a  letter  by  her  step¬ 
mother,  Rebecca  Pegues.  The  Anson  County  Census  records  snow  hey.’  as  "Massey'' 
in  1870.  Mrs.  R.  T.  Bennett  (see  item  below)  speaks  of  her  as  Elizabeth  Marcia. 

Item:  A  memorandum  recorded  Dec.  9,  1895,  in  Will  Book  G,  page  97,  in  the 

Office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court,  Anson  County,  N.  C.,  written 
by  Mrs.  R.  T.  Bennett  and  entitled  "Captain  Paddy  Bogan  and  His  Times" 
makes  the  following  statement  concerning  the  death  of  Senator  and  Judge 
Samuel  Spencer: 

"He  died  in  1794  from  a  singular  cause.  He  had  been  very  ill  and  had 
been  sitting  in  his  yard  in  the  sun.  A  large  turkey  gobbler,  part  wild 
but  a  pet,  became  alarmed  at  a  red  cap  he  had  on  and  flew  at  him.  The 
shock  was  so  great  that  he  could  not  recover  from  it  and  soon  died,. 

The  History  says  that  he  was  struck  by  the  gobbler  and  severely  wounded, 
but  my  version  is  correct  and  was  told  me  years  ago  by  Mrs.  Hemby  whose 
mother  was  his  daughter. " 


The  date  of  death  of  William  Brumby  Pegues  (W6)  as  given  on  page  32  is  in 
error.  The  following  items  will  correct  this  date  and  also  add  the  date  of  his 
marriage :

Issue  of  Feb.  17,  1806,  page  3,  Col.  5:  (Notices 

"At  Pittsboro  on  the  28th  ultimo  by  the  Rev.  William  Bingham,  Mr.  William 
Pegues  of  South  Carolina  to  Miss  Eliza  Ward  of  the  former  place." 

Item:  From  the  "Raleigh  Register  &  North  Carolina  Gazette",  Marriage  and  Death 
Notices,  Issue  of  Nov.  10,  3.806,  page  3,  col.  5: 

At  Pittsboro  on  the  23rd  ult.,  died  in  the  22nd  year  of  his  age  Mr. 
William  Pegues,  son  of  William  Pegues,  Esq.,  of  South  Carolina.  In  the 
fate  of  this  young  man  we  hove  a  striking  lesson  of  the  uncertainty  of 
human  life.  But  a  few  weeks  since,  in  perfect  health,  he  left  his  aged 
parents;  while  they  are  fondly  expecting  his  return,  he  is  consigned  to 
the  silent  tomb.  His  character  was  irreproachable;  he  was  loved  by  all 
who  knew  him.  The  memory  of  his  virtues  will  be  to  his  distressed 
wife  and  friends  the  best  consolation." 
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
